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The 16th clause of this Act empowers the Commissioners to appoint a treasurer and 
clerks, removable at pleasure, at such salary as the Commissioners shall think fit. 

The lath section provides that if at any time thereafter any sum or sums of money should 
be granted by Parliament for rendering convenient any other passage in the city of Dublin, 
the Commissioners thereby appointed, together with such other persons as the Lord Lieu- 
tenant should appoint in the room of a deceased Commissioner, or any five or more of such, 
should have like powers as under this Act. 

This Act removes doubts that had arisen on the construction of last-mentioned Act with 
regard to the valuation of premises, and defines more particularly the mode in which the 
jurors for such purpose were to be iinpannelled. 

By the 6th section of this Act the Commissioners are empowered to make one or more 
convenient way or waj'S, street or streets, from Essex Bridge to the Castle of Dublin, with 
like powers as in first-mentioned Act. 

The 7th section of this Act provides that if any sum or sums of money should be granted 
by Parliament or otherwise (or the making, widening, or rendering convenient any other 
way, street, or passage within the city of Dublin or the liberties thereof, any two of the 
Commissioners in cases of trial by juries, and in all other cases any five of them, should 
enjoy like powers and authorities as in first-mentioned Act for the making, widening, or 
renderins convenient such other way, street, or passage*. 

This Act amends that of the 31 Geo. 2, prescribing the mode in which the purchase- 
money for church property and that belonging to minors is to be applied j and by the sixth 
section thereof the Members of Parliament for the city of Dublin for the time being are 
appointed Commissioners for carrying said Acts into execution, with all such powers as were 
given to any Commissioners by said Act. 

This Act prescribes the mode in which a grant of 5,000 1. made in the same Sessions to 
the Commissioners of Wide Streets ,should be laid out, namely, in making a line of street 
from the Castle to the Parliament House. 

An Act for the improvement of the city of Dublin, by making wide and convenient pas- 
sages through the same, and for regulating the coal trade thereof, whereby a duty of is. a 
ton on all coals imported into the harbour of Dublin (save such as may be required for the 
use of glass, sugar, and salt manufactories, which is exempted) is for six years imposed, 
which, with any balance of the 5,000 I so granted by the last-mentioned Act, was to be 
applied in making one or more convenient street or streets from the Castle of Dublin to the 
Parliament House and College-green, in such direction as the Commissioners or any iiioe 
of them should think proper ; and so soon as same should be made, the Commissioners or 
any nine of them are empowered to apply said duty to the making or widening such other 
ways, streets, or passages through the city of Dublin, as they or any nine or more of them 
should appoint, or widening the several roads and approaches to the said city, within two 
miles of the same, to such breadth, not less than 100 feet, as they or any nine of them 
should direct. 

This Act enlarges the time of six years limited for the collection of said coal duty by the 
last-mentioned Act, namely, from the 24th March 1788, the time to which it was previously 
limited, to the 25th March 1810, and empowers the Commissioners, or any nine of them, to 
borrow atinterest, not exceeding 6 1. per cent, per annum, upon the credit of said duty, such 
sums as they should judge necessary for carrying the purposes of said last-mentioned 
Act into execution, and to issue debentures or mortgage, or demise said duties for the .sums 
borrowed. 

By the 3d section of this Act, power is given that where the present possessor and the 
inheritor of ground necessary for making a new street, are ready to open same, but are pre- 
vented by the intervention of terras of years, and that the Commissioners, or any nine of 
them, should deem it expedient to make and open such new street, power is thereby given 
to the Commissioners to give notice of such their intention, and value tlie interest of the term 
or for years, with like powers for carrying out same, as the Commissioners had under the 
previous Acts. . p 

By this Act power is given to the Commissioners to value ground for the convenience 01 
the Linen Hall, at the expense of the trustees ; and by the eighth section of this Act it is 
provided, that for the better attendance of the Commissioners, the secretary should at every 
meeting of the Commissioners enter down in the journal of their proceedings the name ot 
every trustee* attending at such meeting, and such secretary is required to report witbou 
delay the name of every Commissioner timo should for the space of six months have omitte 
to attend at any one meeting, and the place of every Commissioner who should omit to so 
attend is declared to be vacant, and a new Commissioner is thereby directed to be appointe 
in bis stead, in like manner as is provided by law for Ihe appointment of a Commissioner 
who should die or resign his place. 

An Act for explaining and further amending the several Acts heretofore passed for tbe 
improvement of the city of Dublin, by making wide and convenient passages through the 



* Under this clause it is submitted the Commissioners can make or improve any street wii * 
the city of Dublin, provided they have funds to do so. 

t The first time the term “ Trustee ” is applied to the Commissioners. 
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game, and for other purposes, whereby power is given to tlie Commissioners, that if any 
persons whose premises have been valued should refuse to give possession of such to the 
Commissioners, on payment or lodgment in court of the sum awarded, they, the Commis- 
sioners, may issue their precept to the sheriff of the city of Dublin to deliver such posses- 
ion to the Commissioners, and levy the costs attendant thereon by distress. 

By the second section of this Act it is provided, that on valuation had and judgment 
given for sum awarded, the person having or claiming an interest in the premises so valued 
should not, for the space of three years next after judgment given, mate or execute any 
new lease or conveyance of any part of the premises so valued, save only to the Commis- 
sioners. 

By the third section, power is given to the Commissioners, or any three or more of them, 
by warrant under their hands and seals, to stop and close up any street, lane, court, or alley, 
or any part thereof, when and where the said Commissioners, or any three or more of them, 
should deem the same to be necessary, the Commissioners giving reasonable notice to the 
inhabitants or other persons interested of such their intention, which parties, in the event of 
their thinking themselves aggrieved or injured thereby, may lay the same before the Com- 
missioners, or any three or more of them, who are thereupon requii-ed to cause the said 
damage to be valued by a jury, and to make just compensation therefor. 

By the 5ih section the Commissioners are empowered to agree for waste ground or grounds 
whereon houses or buildings have been erected, or any part thereof, which they miMit con- 
sider necessary for the purposes of the said Acts, or any of them, and in case of non-agree- 
ment to have the value ascertained by a j iiry in manner directed by former Acts. 

The 7lh section directs James’s Gate to be widened, and empowers the Commissioners to 
apply a portion of the fund appropriated to make w’ide and convenient passages in the city 
of Dublin, not exceeding 1,000/., to that purpose. 

By the 8th section of this Act provision is made that in all cases where, by the aforesaid 
Acts, five Commissioners were made necessary to cany the same into execution, three should 
he deemed sufficient; and where twelve are made necessary, nine should have full power. 

The 13th section extends the powere of the Commissioners to all places within the limits 
of the Circular Road. 

This Act empowers tlie Commissioners to apply 1,200 /. to widen Cavendish-street, and 
850 1. to widen the road from Barrack-street to Island Bridge. 

Empowers the Commissioners to borrow any sum they may think proper, not exceeding 
100,000 /., chargeable on the coal duty fund, at interest not exceeding four per cent., for 
which they shall give debentures chargeable on the coal duty ; 47,000 /. to be applied in 
payment of former loan, 21,600 1. to widen Dame-street, and" 25,000 1. for the opening of 
backville-street : remainder to complete a passage from Dorset-street to Rutland-square. 

The 15th section empowers the Commissioners, or any nine of them, when they should 
think fit to alter any street then built, or to form any new street, to give notice of such in- 
tention to the pereons interested of their intention to value the interest of such persons. 

The 18 th section requires tlie ownei's of houses on the south side of College Green, 
between Trinity-street and Church-lane, when either building uew houses or new fronting old 
ones, that they shall tiirow back the front of them so as to range in a line with the buildings 
on tlie south side of Dame-street, from South Great George’s-street to 'j’rinity-street, under 
a penalty of 200 /., with liberty to the Commissioners, or any fire or more of them, to issue 
their warrant to the sheriff to prostrate so much of said buildings as should encroach. 

The 19th section provides, that when any new street is to be laid out, the line of such 
street should be approved of by nine or more of. the Comuiissiouers before any building 
should be commenced, and that when any addition was to be made to a street, part of which 
had been already built, such addition should be built in such line as should be approved of 
by the Commissioners, or any nine of them, under the before-mentioned fine and abatement. 

Tile 27th section provides that when the Commissioners, or any tliree of tliem, should 
deem it expedient to widen any street, lane, or passage, and a jury should have awarded the 
sums to be ]iaid to the several persons interested in so much of every street, lane, or passage 
as should be valued by such jury for the purpose of widening same, then it should be lawful 
for the Commissioners, or any three of them, upon application in writing from the person or 
persons owning or entitled to two-thirds of the frontage of either side, to applet the whole 
amount of the sums awai-ded on the owners of the ground at each side of said uew passage, 
and in case of neglecting to pay, may sell interest in the ground. 

This is an Act for enclosing and improving Merrion-square, in the city of Dublin. 

This Act defines the powers under which the Commissioners should devise, sell, or grant 
Slid) piece or pieces of ground as they should become possessed of, over and above wliat 
should be necessaiy for making wide and convenient streets. 

bis Act defines the mode iu which a grant of 10 , 000 /. made to the Commissioners of 
”ide Streets should be applied. 

By this Act a lax on cards and dice is imposed, and all club-houses were required to take 
out a licence according to the valuation of such house, the licence varying from 5 s. 6 J. to 
one guinea, according to value. The Commissioners’ clerk to issue licences. The members 
o> clubs where cards or dice played to pay one guinea annually'. Duties to be applied in 
the first instance towards opening a convenient communication from Carlisle Bridge to the 
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Parliament House, and in the second place to the opening a convenient communication from 
Carlisle Bridge to the River Lifley, to White’s-Iane, on George’s Quay. _ 

The 16 th section empowers the Commissioners to purchase and Trinity College to sell 
ground necessary for the opening a passage from Carlisle Bridge to College Green. 

Tilts Act was passed to remove doubts in regard to the right of purchase the tenants 
holdino- under the lessee of the college should be entitled to; namely, a lease with a totks 
(juoties covenant for renewal instead of the existing term, and enables one Commissioner to 
preside at juries. 

Under the foregoing abstracted Acts the Commissioners of Wide Streets have, 
it is submitted, full power to make any new street or widen any old one, provided they 
had funds to do so ; the funds theretofore supplied for such were the coal duty, which 
produced about 13,000 ayearthe club and card tax, which produced about 1,200/.; 
and an annual grant from Parliament of 10,000 1. The club and card tax was per- 
mitted by GoveTument to expire in 1826. The grant was withdrawn in 1826, and the 
Coal Duty Act expired in 1832. 

In and previous to the year 1807 the Commissioners of Wide Streets contemplated the 
improvement of that part of the city as is situate south of the River LifFey and west of the 
Castle of Dublin, and accordingly applied for and obtained an Act, intituled : 

“An Act for improving and renderine more commodious such part of the County and County 
of the City of Dublin as is situate oirthe south side of the River Anna Liffey, and west of 
his Majesty’s Castle of Dublin, and for the appointment of an Inspector of the Presentments 
and other Accounts of the County of the City aforesaid which recites, “ That whereas by 
the removal of his Majesty’s courts of justice, and the several offices appertaining thereto, 
from the south of the River Anna Liffey to the north side thereof, and from the \^ry great 
improvements that have of late years taken place on the east side of the city of Dublin, a 
o-reat portion thereof west of his Majesty’s Castle of Dublin and on the south side of the 
River Anna Liffey is very much on the decline, and if means be not immediately adopted 
for its improvement must inevitably fall into ruin, to the great injury of private property 
and irreparable loss to many individuals that several streets and passages on the west 
and south-west side of the Castle required to be widened for the convenience of the public, 
and that a fund should be provided therefor, which the inhabitants of the district of the 
Dublin metropolis at large should contribute to, as they would derive an equal benefit 

The^rst section enacts that the power of former Acts should extend to said Act, and 
enables the Commissioners to value and purchase the several lands and tenements situate ia 
the streets and passages delineated on a map theretofore lodged in the clerk of the peace’s 
office, and that of the secretary to the Commissioners. 

The 10 th section directs that whenever the Commissioners should have caused any houses, 
o'round, or premises to be valued, they should lay a copy of the finding or inquisition, 
siirned by three of the Commissionei’s, before the Court of Queen’s Bench, which Court 
sh'ould o-ive same in charge to the grand juries of the city of Dublin and county of Dublin, 
to meeUn one room at a time to be named by the Court, when said grand juries so assembled 
are required to present the whole amount of said findings so laid before them, and the sum 
so presented is directed to be raised by two instalments, one at Easter and the other at 
Michaelmas term, on all houses and other buildings erected or to be erected within the 
district of the metropolis, and for the better raising of said presentments, the grand juries 
are empowered to present and assess on all such houses and buildings any sum not 
exceeding one shilling in the pound on the value of all such houses, according as they were 
valued and rated towards the maintenance of the watch establishment of the district. 

By the 11 th section the respective treasurers of each grand jury are required to make out 
half-yearly mtes, and deliver the same in warrants to the collectors of grand jury cess for 
the county and city of Dublin for the time being, to be by them collected, and so from time 
to time till the whole amount of presentments be levied. j • * i. 

The 12th section points out the mode in which the list of the houses to be rated is to tie 
had, namely, from the proper officer of the watch establishment, who is required to demand 
same from time to time. , , 

The 14 th section empowers the collectors to levy such rates, which collectors are bouna 
to give security; and by the 20 th section are required, each Saturday, to pay into the Bank 
of Ireland, to the credit of the Commissioners, the amount of the previous week’s collection, 
and to lodge the receipt therefor with the secretary or clerk of the said Commissioners, 
too-ether with an account of the sums so raised ; and by the 22d section, the respective 
collectors are, seven days before the sitting day of each Easter and Michaelmas lerm, also 
required to return to the treasurers of the city and county of Dublin true and faithful lists, 
to be verified by the respective affidavits of such colleciors, of such persons by whom any of 
the rates should, at the time of making such affidavit, remain due and unpaid, and who shal 
have become insolvent, and said treasurers are required to lay said returns before the respec- 
tive grand juries. 

By the 23d section, power is given to the city grand jury to present a sum of lOO/., an 
the county jury 50/., for their treasurer and secretary, in such proportions as 
think proper, in consideration of the additional labour and expense in making out the ij 
and returns, drawing and entering the said presentments, and making out books of co 
tion. 
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The 24th section directs tliat the inquisition of the jury should be enrolled so soon as the 
assessment should have been made, and the amount thereof lodged in the Bank of Ireland, 
ami when so lodged, Commissioners, or any three of tliem, are empowered to draw on the 
Bank for the sums awarded. 

By the 2Gth section the secretary or clerk to the Commissioners is bound to make a true 
and faithful return to the respective grand Juries, at each Easter and Michaelmas Term in 
every year, of the amount of all sums paid into the Bank of Ireland for the use of the Com- 
missioners, and of the dates of the respective lodgments. And the Commissioners are bound, 
also, to return to the said grand juries, at the said terms respectively in every year, a true 
and luithful account in writing, signed by their secretary, of ail sums laid out and expended 
by the said Commissioners in carrying on the improvements thereinbefore specified since 
their last return, the said account to be certified by the oath of the secretary, and by a certi- 
ficate signed by three or more of the Commissioners. 

The 27th section directs that the Commissioners should keep separate and particular 
accounts of all sums that should be raised and levied, and received by the Commissioners, 
by virtue of said Act, who are prohibited from applying the same, or any part thereof, to any 
other purpose whatsoever. 

By the 30th section the Commissioners are empowered, from time to time, to borrow and 
take up at interest, not exceeding six per cent., upon the credit of the said rates, such sum 
and sums of money as tliey shall find necessary for the purposes of the said Act, not 
exceeding in the whole 100,000/., and to demise or mortgage the said rates and assessments, 
or any part thereof, as a security to the lender, which mortgages were to be transferable by 
indorsement. 

The 33d section empowers the grand juries to present for the amount of the interest to 
become due on such mortgages ; and the two following sections empower the treasurers of 
the grand juries to assess, and the said collectors to levy the amount thereof. 

The 37th section directs that the surplus of the rates, after payment of all costs, charo-es, 
and expenses that may accrue in carrying the Act into execution, when such should amount 
•to ],000/,, should be applied in discharge of such mortgages in manner as therein provided. 

The 38th and 39th sections empower the Commissioners to sell and dispose of such 
sroiind as they may have become possessed of, over and above what should be required for 
me purposes of the Act, and of the old materials, the money arising therefrom to go to the 
credit of the Act. 

The 41st section empowers the grand juries of the city of Dublin to present such sum or 
sums of money as they shall think proper, not exceeding in the whole 25/., and the grand 
jury of the county to present a sum not exceeding 15/. at each Easter and Michaelmas 
term, for the clerk of the said Commissioners, in consideration of his additional labour in 
complying with the provisions of this Act. 

The remaining clauses relate particularly to the officers of the grand jury, and have no 
reference to the Commissioners of Wide Streets. 
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An Act to amend the Act of the 47th Geo. 3, whereby, after reciting all the former Acts 57 Geo. 3, c. 35. 
passed for making wide streets in the city of Dublin, beginning at that of 31st Geo. 2, c. 19, 
and ending with the last abstracted Act of 47 Geo. 3, it extends the powers and provisions 
of said Acts, particularly that of the 47th Geo. 3, to the wideniug of Skinner Row, the 
removal of the Old Market House in Thomas-sfreet, the widening and improving the avenue 
leading from Bride-street to St. Patrick’s Church, through the North Close, and also the 
entrance into the said close from Patrick-street, as likewise the passage to the said church 
from St. Kevin-street to Mitre Alley, in such and the like manner as if the same had been 
included in said Acts, and laid down on the maps or plans in said Acts particularly men- 
tioned and referred to. 

By the second section it is provided that the Commissioners should not take down any 
other premises than those mentioned in the Act (which are those above mentioned). 

The fourth section enacts, that the members for tlie city of Dublin for the time being 
should be Commissioners of Wide Streets. 

The remaining clauses prescribe the manner in which the Commissioners are to sue and 
be sued, and giving jurisdiction to Clommissioners when part of the premises are in the city 
and other part in the county of Dublin, to swear six jurors from the city and six from the 
county panel. 

This Act extends the provisions of all the former Acts to the widening of Dame-street, 1 1 Geo. 4 , c. 38. 
coiTimenciiig at Fownes-street and e.vteuding to Eustace-street ; to the opening of the quays 
Jn front of the Boyal Barracks j to improve Pill-lane by the widening of same on the soutii 
side from Mountrath-streel to Church-street ; to remove the projections of two houses south 
side of Nassau-street ; to improve the avenues contiguous to St. Patrick’s Cathedral Church 
by widening part of Lower Kevin-street ; to widen the east side of Mitre Alley, and several 
other improvements. 

By the sixth section the compulsory powers of the Commissioners to take said houses 
and premises are limited to seven years. 

The seventh section of the Act prescribes that none of the improvements mentioned 
therein should be undertaken until the Commissioners should have obtained the consent of 
'Die Lord Lieutenant or other chief governor in Ireland. 

. fhc nth section removes doubts as to the powers of the Commissioners to reject iuquisi- 
ticns when they considered awards excessive,' and revalue the same premises, first paying 
Die parly the costs and expenses they were at or put to by the first inquisition. 

275 77- A3 The 
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The remaining clauses relate principally to the exemption of duty on coals for manufac- 
turing purposes, which, as the Act under which said duty was levied has expired, is there- 
fore unnecessary to mention here. 

This Act was passed to extend the time limited by that of the 11 Geo. 4, for the com- 
pulsory powers of taking premises therein mentioned, but which, by the 4th section, was 
limited to four years. 

By the 6th section it is provided, that none of the improvements should be carried on 
without the consent of the Lord Lieutenant. 



Tiie 13th section provides, that each and every of the jury impannelled to value the pre- 
mises in said Act, or in any Act in force in Ireland for making wide streets in the city of 
Dublin, should be allowed and paid the sum of 1 Z. 1 s. each and no more by the day, which 
day should be deemed to consist of seven hours in all sittings between the 25th March and 
2Sth September, and six hours between 29th September and 25th March, and that any sit- 
ting of less duration should be allowed only half a day. 

4&5Vict. c. 4. This Act recites that several of the improvements mentioned in previous Acts were in 
progress, and that others yet remained to he perfected ; but that it was found impossible to 
complete same within the time for that purpose limited ; and then it enacts that the powers 
and provisions of the former Acts should be effectual for carrying same into execution as if 
then re-enacted, and then it enumerates certain improvements as mentioned in Schedule to 
Act. 



The 2d section give short form of conveyance. 

The 3d section limits the compulsory power of taking premises to four years. 

The 7th section provides that none of the improvements should be commenced or carried 
on without the consent of the Lord Lieutenant. 

The 8th section enacts, that the Lord Lieutenant or other chief governor should have power 
to make such regulation for the government of the said Commissioners in their proceedings 
under said Acts, as he should deem fit, and to require such estimates, reports, accounts, 
valuations, bills of costs, and other documents in reference to tlie proceedings and disburse- 
ments of the said Commissioners, as the said Lord Lieutenant should think necessary, and 
also to direct the examination or taxation of all accounts and bills of costs by such officer 
or person as he may appoint for that purpose, and that pending such, when so required, no 
payment should be made by the Commissioners in respect thereof. 

The 10th section provides for the expenses of the accounts, and the 11th section directs 
the amount of inquisitions to oe presented and rated on all bouses within the district of the 
Dublin metropolis, as such houses, &c. were or should be rated for or towards the mainten- 
ance of the police establishment within such district, not exceeding Is. in the pound in any 
one year on the value of such houses as rated for said police tax. 

The residue of the clauses of this Act has reference to the levying of the rates. 

& 10 Viet C.400. -Act to extend the powers of the Commissioners of Wide Streets, Dublin, to improve 

certain streets and passages in the city of Dublin. 

Recites all the previous Acts which are enacted to extend to the carrying out of present 
Act. 

The 2d section incorporates the Lands Clauses Consolidation Act for the further carrying 
out said Act. 



The 5th section provides that the improvements specified in the Act should not be carried 
on without the consent of the Lord Lieutenant, and that such consent be applied for au 
obtained on or before the 1st of March 1847. 

The 6th section empowers the Commissioners to lay certificates of agreements instead of 
inquisitions before the grand jury for presenlment, as also inquisitions, when had, who are 
to assess the amount upon all lands, houses, &c. liable to grand jury cess, not exceeding 
4(1. in tlie pound in any one year on the police valuation. The 7th seciion directs treasurer 
of the city of Dublin to apportion rate and issue his warrants. The 8th section provides 
that the Commissioners should not collect or levy any presentment heretofore made, or 
which shall be hereafter made, by any greater sum than 4d. in the pound in any one year 
on the value of all houses, lands, or tenements within the borough of Dublin, as such might 
he valued or rated for or towards the maintenance of the police establishment. The 9th, 
loth, and 11th sections provide for the proper officer to make proper returns, so as to assess 
rate; the expense of such return, and for the expenses of the Act. The 12th section recites 
doubts as to tlie construction of the 30 Geo. 3, c. 19, in respect to the removal of projec- 
tions or projecting buildings, and the prevention of the erection of such, and then gives 
power to the Commissioners to prevent the erection of any such projections. The 13th sec- 
tion provides for the laying out of new streets, or the alterations of or additions to old ones, 
bv requiring plans to be submitted to the Commissioners for their approval. 

The foregoing clauses embrace the substance of said Act.

TO the Right Honourable the Lord Mayor, Aldermen, and Burgesses of Dublin. 

REPORT of Finance Committee, dated I8th April 1843 , 

\ OUR committee feel that no matter what may have been or still may be the opinion of 
many meinbera of the committee and council as to their being fully justified in dismissmo- 
bir John K. James, baronet, from the office of treasurer to the corporation, and declining to 
me him compensation, yet that they, under all the circumstances, after the opinion expressed 
by the Court of Queen’s Bench on making the order for a mandamus absolute, and in 
deference to that opinion, recommend to the council for adoption the followino-, and that 
same may be carried out. ® 

That without relinquishing or waiving any right of the council to insist upon a strict 
examination of the accounts and dealings of Sir Jolm K. James, as late treasurer of the cor- 
poration, we think it expedient, considering the decision of the Court of 'Queen’s Bench 
upon the motion for a mandamus, and the difficulty of proving all that passed at the several 
attendances of Sir Jolm K. James before the committee of finance, and the auditors 
appointed by the council, and of giving strict legal evidence of the statements contained in 
le lesolution of 1 st April 1842, that the council shall settle and awai-d compensation to 
fi’susurer; and we accordingly recommend that the annual sum of 333/. 6s. 8d. be 
awarded for that purpose, that sum being two-thirds of the annual emoluments of his office 
0 reasiirev ; but we are of opinion that the same should be awarded and given expressly 
Without prejudice to the rights of the council to examine, dispute, re-open, and re-audit his 
' ccounts. . 

That your committee have seen connected with the subject of Sir John K. James, and 
tom tune to time, charges in the public prints, alleging that the corporate property has’ been

wasted by the removal not only of Sir John K. James, but several other officers who were 
entitled to and did receive compensation from the council. On this subject the council 
might justify their acts by reference to the Municipal Act, which gave them the power 
of removal (on compensation) and appointment of officers, but inasmuch as the state of 
the corporate property might not fully warrant their acting upon that clause, and as by 
the Acts in relation thereto, the opinion that the corporate property has been wasted or even 
lessened, we beg leave to state what the corporation have done in relation to the removal 
of officers, and to show the citizens at large therefrom, that there has been no loss, but, on 
the contrary, a considerable gain to the corporate funds. It is true that the town council 
removed Mr. Timothy Allen from the situation of clerk of tire sheriffs and commons, for 
which he received, on an average of the five years before the passing of the Municipal Act, 
the sum of 114^. 19s. 5d. per annum; but his removal was by abolishing his office and 
awarding' him compensation to the amount of 04/. 13s. per annum, from which award, how- 
ever, he appealed, but the Lords Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury confirmed the 
decision of the council. It can, therefore, be hardly said with truth that the citizens of 
Dublin could be losers by the abolition of such an office, and so far the council claim 
redit for saving instead of wasting the corporate funds. 

It is true that the council removed Mr. Robert Sutter from the office of comptroller of 
the Pipe Water Department, for vvhicli he received on an average of five years before the 
passing of the Act, 184/. 12 s. 4t/. per annum; but such removal was by abolition of his 
office, and awarding him compensation pursuant to the Act, amounting to 123/. Is. id.; 
it is therefore untrue to state that the citizens could be losers by tiie abolition of such an 
office, and so far the council claim credit for saving instead of wasting the corporate 
funds. 

It is true the council removed Mr. J. Semple from the office of engineer, for which lie 
received on an average of five years before the passing of the Act, 191/. IGs. Qd. per 
annum; but such removal was by abolition of his office, and awarding iiim compensation 
to the amount of 153/. 16 s. llrf. per annum, from which award, however, he appealed ; 
but the Lords Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury confirmed such award ; and although 
thev have since appointed an engineer to the Pipe Water Department, the expense will not 
be much increased over the amount formerly paid to Mr. Semple. 

It is true that the council removed Mr. James Payne from the office of inspector of turn- 
cocks, for which he received on the average of five years before the passing of the Act, 
208/. 17s. lOd. per annum ; but such removal was by abolishing his office and transferring 
his duties to the hall porter, who performs both duties effectively for l/. per week. It can- 
not be stated with truth that the citizens are losers by the abolition of this office, and the 
transfer of its duties to another, whose salary for both this duty and his own (hall porter) 
is the same as allowed him by the late corporation for the performance of the latter duty. 

It is true that we have removed Mansergh Blacker and W. B. Rogerson from the situa- 
tion of water bailiffs, who received on the average of five years before the passing of the 
Municipal Act, 200/. per annum each, and there was awarded them a sum of 140/. each 
as a compensation, but which compensation is paid out of the fees received by Messrs. Bar- 
den and Byrne, their successors. It is rather hard to prove how the corporation funds have 
been wasted or lessened by this change, when the officers appointed allow the full compen- 
sation awarded, and accept as their remuneration for discharging their duties the balance of 
those fees; but we cannot discuss this part of the subject without informing the citizens of 
Dublin as to the source of those fees ; they arise from what is known as the fees from 
shippage and anchorage under the old corporation. The amount of those fees was intro- 
duced into the city account as received for the city, but they were paid to the water bailiffs, 
the lord mayor, and sheriffs for the time being, and although brought into the account, 
never added one farthing to the corporate property. Not so at present ; the duties are dis- 
charged by the water baiiifis, and the surplus is brought to the credit of the city, and 
which surplus, since their appointment on the 26th March 1842 to the 1st March instant, 
amounts to the sum of 900/. How can it now be said with truth, that in relation to the 
removal of the water bailiffs, or the acts of the council in relation to the shippage and 
anchorage, that the corporation property has been wasted, or the corporate funds lessened 1 

It is true that the council have removed the former law agents, on compensation to Mr. 
■White of 182 /. 15s. id., and appointed others in whom the majority of the council had 
greater confidence ; they have done this as any client might change his attorney. The 
present law agents are bound to pay that compensation; and this was the terms of their 
appointment then acceded to by them, and which they are bound to carry out, the drawing 
of the leases having been transferred to them. 

It is true that the council removed W. H. Finlay from the office of sword-bearer and clerk 
of the com table, for which he received on an average of five years before the passing of tlic 
Act, the sum of 260 /. 1 s. 4 d. as compensation, but which compensation was cliarged by t!ie 
council on the fees received by Thomas Arkins, his successor, wlio undertook to discharge 
the duties for 100 /. per annum, and account to tlie corporation for the fees of office ; and by 
this an-angement the surplus is brought to the credit of the city, after payment of the amount 
of compensation awarded by the council to W. H. Finlay, and which lias, up to the 1 st of 
March, after payment of such compensation and salaiy, left a surplus of 90 1. It is hard to 
prove with tmth that the corporate lund has been wasted or lessened by this arrangement, the 
more particularly as Mr. Finlay’s compensation was a life annuity, and lie died shortly after 
the first half year became payable, and as when living there was a profit to the city that has been 
now increased by his death. 
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It is true that the council has removed Jolin Judkin Butler from the office of assistant 
niarsluil of tlie city of Dublin and registrar of ])awnbrokers’ licences, for which he claimed, as 
received on the average of five years before tlie passing of the Municipal Act, «8l 1. 7 s. G§d., 
and there was awarded to him 27U. 4d. as compensation for the loss of such office, which 

compensation is charged upon the fees receivable by liis successor, Mr. Thomas Reynolds, 
wlio undertook to discharge the duties for 250 per annum, and account to the coi-poration 
for tlie lees of the office, by whicli arrangement the surplus is brought to tlie credit of the 
borough fund, after payment of the compensation awarded to Mr. Butler an<l the salary of 
Mr. Reynolds, and which surplus, up to the 1st day of March last, amounted to S02L, subject, 
however, to Mr. Butler’s compensation. Does this prove that the corporate funds have been 
ivasted ? 

It is true that Mr. David M'Cleery has been removed from his office of mace-bearer and 
officer of Commons ; but bis infirmities, accompanied with his advanced age, would justify 
his removal. However, the amount of his receipt in fees and other perquisites, as stated by 
himself, was 304/. 10s. On this the council awarded him the compensation of 150/. per 
annum, and the officer appointed in his place discharges the duties most efficiently for a sum 
of ()0 /. per annum. Can this be said to be a wasting of the corporate property or funds ? 

It is true the council have removed five pipe-water collectors, and awarded four of them 
compensation, amounting in the entire to the sum of 312/. lOs. 8c /. ; hut these pipe-water 
collectors received five per cent, on the collection of the pipe-water rents, and the present 
collectors receive for discharging the same duties 3 J per cent. Thus there has not been, 
even on this head, any increase in the costs of this department; and when it is borne in 
mind that there appeared an arrear on the pipe-water book of uncollected rents amounting- 
to 12,000/., it can be hardly said that there should not be a change of collectors when there 
appeared such neglect on their parts. 

It is true that tlie council removed the late town clerks from their office, but on the very 
day of their removal Mr. Dickinson was asked if he desired to hold his office; and if he ex- 
pressed such a wish, there can be no doubt he would be retained ; nor do the council alle°-e 
that the late town clerks would not efficiently discharge their duties, but even on this head 
they challenge inquiry. The former town clerks, as such, and as secretary to the pipe-water 
committee, received 432/. per annum as salary, besides fees ; but previous to the removal of 
tlie town clerks, the duties of secretary were transferred to Sir Drury Jones Dickinson, the 
brother of one of the town clerks, who therefore was employed as accountant, at a salary of 
250/., without any increase of salary ; and Mr. Ford is obliged to discharge the duties of 
town clerk for 500/. per annum, and pay an assistant out of that sum; so that even in this 
department there lias been very little increase of charge to the corporation. All the fees on 
the admission of freemen, affixing city seal, formerly payable to them, being now brought to 
the credit of the borough fund, will more than pay the surplus, and go a considerable way 
in paying any compensation that may be awarded to Mr. Archer. 

It is true the council have dismissed Sir John Kingston James, bart., from office ; but if 
•there was no other reason for his removal, the council would be justified before their fellow 
citizens in seeking for a person who would give constant attendance in their office for the 
receipt of the rents ; to have, in fact, a servant who would do their bidding, and not a master 
who declined to show his bank account, and thereby prevented the council from ascertaining 
whether a sum of 6,000/. was at a given time brought to the credit of the corporation, so as 
to justify the lender in charging to liis then employers interest on that sum. 

We have set forth the foregoing statement in order to remove from the public mind the 
delusion (which many persons seem anxious to inculcate) that the representatives of the 
inhabitants of Dublin iu corporate council have wasted the corporate funds and corporate 
property, and that from such waste the citizens have been burthened with a new tax, wiieu 
the contrary is the fact ; that instead of wasting the funds confided to their care they have 
by their arrangements in the very matters in which tliey are accused husbanded, and in many 
respects increased these funds, besides having an efficient body of officers to discharge the 
public duties ; and as to the laying on the borough rate, it was chiefly for the purpose of paying 
the expenses of bringing the Municipal Act into operation, expenses incurred before the 
council commenced operation on the 1st November 1841 ; for be it known to the citizens of 
Dublin, that the costs of printed lists, in September 1841, tax collectors’ returns, and bar- 
risters for revision of lists, amounted to the sum of 6,815/., over which the present council 
had not the least control, and of which amount there is still unpaid 4,400/., and for which 
there are pleas of confession, in which stays of execution will expire on the 1st of May. For 
the payment of these expenses, thus incurred, has the borough rate been chiefly laid on ; 
and to be honest to the creditors of the corporation in this respect, we recommend that it 
shall be enforced without fear, favour, or afl’ection. 

In concluding, however, this Report, we cannot but claim credit with our fellow-ciiizens for 
the endeavours of the council to have those expenses lessened in future ; and on our appeal to 
the Government, pointing out the great expense of providing these lists, and their utter inutility, 
lord Elliott with promptness pledged himself to bring in a Bill to remedy these defects, and 
his Lordship has redeemed his pledge in such a manner as entitles him to the thanks of this 
council and the citizens of Dublin. By the Bill being carried into a law, the citizens of 
Dublin will be saved from an increased and overwhelming expense.

Improvement. 



STATEMENT submitted to the Right Honourable the Chief Secretary of Ireland, relative 

to the Bill introduced by the Corporation of Dublin for the Improvement of the City, but 

dissented from by the undersigned Members of the Corporation. 

A Bill having been lately submitted for the approval of Her Majesty’s Government, by 
the Corporation of Dublin, proposing to confer upon them exclusive control over the muni- 
cipal arrangements of the metropolis of Ireland, we, the undersigned members of that corpo- 
ration, dissenting from the contemplated measure as it is at present proposed, and believing 
that, in the present constitution of that body, there are defects and anomalies, which, unless 
remedied, must render it wholly unfit to exercise, with advantage to the citizens, the powers 
claimed by the prooosed Bill, respectfully submit to the Chief Secretary for Ireland, as the 
official organ of Her Majesty’s Government, a statement relative to the proposed provisions 
of that Bill, which we earnestly desire to be submitted on behalf of ourselves, and a very 
large and respectable portion of our fellow citizens. 

We have ventured to take this course, because, understanding that it is the intention of 
Her Majesty’s Government to turn their attention to the subject of the regulation of Irish 
municipalities, we feel confident that they will nor be indisposed to consider the views of ail 
parties upon such a question. 

A measure having been actually prepared and submitted to the Government for the regu- 
lation of tlifi city of Dublin, we feel that we would not discharge our duty to the inhabitants 
of those districts of the city which have selected us to represent them in municipal affairs, 
if we did not endeavour to place before those in authority the feelings of the very large and 
influential class of our fellow citizens whom we represent, a class whose importance and 
station in the city is not to be judged by the small number of representatives they are able, 
under present civic arrangements, to return to the common council. 

Tlmt Bill proposes to transfer to the corporation of Dublin, as at present constituted, full 
control over all the municipal taxation of the city. 

The result of such a measure, we are reluctantly compelled to state, would be to give the 
greatest and most just dissatisfaction to a very large and most respectable class of the citi- 
zens of Dublin, including a great majority of those citizens most eminent in mercantile station, 
respectability, and wealth. 

Jn the city of Dublin religious and political distinctions divide its population into two 
classes; each class possessing, unquestionably, a considerable amount of property and 
respectability, and each class also including no inconsiderable numerical proportion of the 
population. 

It is not exaggeration to say, that while one of the two classes into which the citizens at 
large are divided, have the numerical majority, the minority, on the other hand, include a 
much larger proportion of those who, from property and station, hold the higher social 
position in the city. 

The corporation of Dublin, so far from fairly representing the citizens of Dublin, thus 
divided in opinion, according to any of the elements of power possessed by the respective 
parties, is, to all practical purposes, a body exclusive both in politics and religion, and this 
in a city in which the excluded party include the larger proportion of those possessing 
property and station. 

We well remember the time when those distinguished men by whom the Municipal 
Reform Bill was introduced, declared in the most earnest manner, that they would not 
support it if they believed its effect to be to establish the ascendancy of a party ; and that 
its object was to admit all classes of the citizens, without distinction of politics or religion, 
to an equal share of corporate privilege and power. 

These expectations have been disappointed. Of GO members of which the Dublin corpo- 
ration is composed, only 12 are Protestants; and all, with the exception of 10, are pledged 
to support a repeal of the legislative union between the countnes, while, by the majority of 
the body, all offices are avowedly disposed of with reference to the political opinions of tlie 
candidate. 

Eveiy man in the city of Dublin, who is not prepared to support a repeal of the legislative 
union, is excluded from all share of any office in the power of the corporation to bestow, 
and the effect of this, in the |)reseiit constitution of parties in the corporation, is pi-actically 
to cause an exclusion of Protestants. 

The result is, we are reluctantly compelled to repeat, that the corporation of Dublin, as 
at present constituted, is to all practical purposes, exclusive both in religion and politics, the 
few Protestants as anti-repealers who sit there being wholly powerless in its deliberations, 
and excluded fiom every chance of attaining any object of fair civic ambition to which they 
would be entitled. 

While tile corporation is constituted ns it now is, no person who is not pledged to repeal 
(no matter what may be his merits or his qualifications) has the slightest chance of any office 
or employment in ificir disposal. And no one will pretend that the new trusts which they 
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Dublin

seek will be administered on a difierent principle from that on which they administer those 
they now have. 

Were the minority thus excluded only a small and uninfluential section of the citizens, 
tliis exclusiveness would not be so strikingly unjust. The fact, iiowever, is widely different. 
The grievance that practically exists, from whatever cause it proceeds, is tliis : ihat the 
Protestant inhabitants of the city of Dublin do not possess anything like the influence in its 
municipal council to which their intelligence, their character, or tludr number entities them- 
and that one party have a complete ascendancy in the corporation. 

A very slight acquaintance with the state of feeling in the city of Dublin is sufficient to 
enable any one to say with confidence that a corporation professing to represent the city, 
in which the political opinions of the present body have an ascendancy so complete and 
exclusive as they have now, is in reality little better than a mockery of municipal institutions 
and calculated to bring this very principle into disrepute. 

That the large and influential class of the citizens of Dublin who hold political or religious 
opinions opposed to those of the party now dominant in the cornoration, should be left with- 
out influence in its municipal councils, and debarred by a rigid practice of exclusion from 
every place of civic power and trust, is an anomaly which strikes the mind of every one 
who knows the position in the city of the class that are thus excluded, as a monstrous and 
glaring injustice. 

We respectfully request inquiiy upon this subject. W’e know that calm and moderate 
men of all religious and political opinions will view witli satisfaction any measure which 
would make the corporation no longer exclusive as it now is ; and we are sure tliat the true 
friends of the principle of corporate institutions will most sincerely rejoice in a measure which, 
by redeeming the principal corporation of the coiintiy from the domination of party, and by 
giving all an interest in its privilege and prosperity, would attach to the cause of popular 
institutions, sentiments and feelings that a sense of unjust exclusion now arrays against 
them. 

We do not wish to appear as the opponents of more extended municipal power to a body 
that would really represent the citizens at large. We are friendly to the principle by which, 
in these municipal institutions, men are brought together to manage their own affairs. Upon 
the extent to which the principle of corporate control over all municipal arrangements can 
with advantage be applied to a metropolitan city like Dublin, the seat of goyernment, of the 
courts of law, and the residence of a large number of gentry, we do not venture to express 
an opinion. It is, however, within our province, as selected by some of the most influential 
districts of the city to represent them, to point out the injustice which present arraitgeinents 
inflict. 

Neither do we appear as the advocates of any restriction of the municipal franchise at 
present existing. On the contrary, we would cheerfully assent to an assimilation of the cor- 
porate franchise in Ireland to that in England, and a measure by which the qualification for 
that franchise in both countries would be made really and effeclualiy the same. 

In perfect consistency, however, with these sentiments, we feel ourselves called on in the 
strongest manner to protest against transferring the control over all the municipal arrange- 
ments of Dublin to a body that will exclude from a share in their administration the class of 
citizens who are, for all practical purposes, unrepresented in the present corporation. 

To one great and manifest inj ustice in the present constitution of the corporation of Dublin 
we earnestly request attention ; an injustice in which its constitution is equally opposed to 
reason and to the example of the city of London, and that of every other corporate town in 
England; and an injustice the correction of which would fairly fall within tlie province of 
any Bill professing to regulate the municipal concerns of the city. 

Dublin is at present divided into 15 wards, differing immensely in the property, the extent, 
and the inhabited houses included in each. In London the wards return members to the 
common council, ranging in number from two to sixteen, according to the wealth and 
importance of the ward. In Dublin, however, each ward returns the same number, without 
any reference whatever to the wealth, the taxation, or even the inhabited houses. A com- 
parison of some of the wards thus returning the same number of representatives, will mani- 
fest at once the unreasonableness of this arrangement.

Thus it will be seen that three wards constitute nearly one-third of the entire assessnierrt 
ol the city, such being under 700,000/. ; that any one of those wards exceeds considerably 
the amount of taxation the aggregate of the three we liave selected to compare with. 

It is impossible to defend the principle upon which these six wards have an equal voice 
ill the municipal council of the city.

Oonmiissioncrs appointed by Government 
helore the introduction of tbe Municipal Bill, apportioned Dublin into wards very different 
m their boundaries from those into which it is now divided. ^ 

In the [resent division, with its 16 wards, that prepared by the Commissioners of Muni- 
cipal Boundaries has been to a great extent departed from. By whom the present division 
was actually made has never been disclosed j but we have the stroneest reLn to believe, 
that It could be estabhslied before a Parliamentary tribunal of inquiry, that the divisions of 
wards made by the Boundary Commissioners were altered for the express purpose of eivine 
m the new corporation an ascendancy to one party; and that this alteration was made by 
aersons. and under circumstances, that can leave no doubt of its object; while those who 
iiad the conduct of the Bill were imposed upon to assent to this unjust alteration 
The most cursory inspection of the map of Dublin, as distributed into wards, must satisfy 
any impartial person that the present division has not been made with reference to any con- 
sideration of local convemence, of relative extent, or of ancient divisions of the town' The 
present division, if made without some sinister object, is manifestly inconvenient and 
absurd, including in one ward streets utterly remote from each other, and drawing the 
boundary lines in the most fanciful and irregular deviation ® 

It iB not however, only in the city of London that the principle of apporlionino reprosen- 
latives to the wards, m proportion to their importance, has been acted on in England 
Ihe English Municipal Act (the prmcipfe which we are anxious to sce° adopted in 
Dublin) IS applied to all the corporate towns there which arc regulated by its provisions 
W herever any borough in Englano was divided into wards the barristers appointed 
to revise the I, sts^ of burgesses were directed by the Municipal Act to divide the borough 
Ihlrhv'ihe S they should delermine, requiring the divisions to be san'e- 

tioned by the becretary of State, and giving an appeal to tbe Privy Council against such 
division (the importance of such a provision to the inhabitants of Dublin would have been 
greai) ; and not only this, but after this division was made hymen invested by iudiclal 
responsibility, and with an appeal to a tribunal above all suspicion of partiality,'’ the bar- 
risters were directed to apportion the miinber of representatives among the wards, and 
111 such apportionment to have regard as well to the number of persons rated to the relief 
oflhe poor in each ward as to the aggregate amount of the sums at which all the said 
persons should be so rated. 

The citizens of Dublin we respectfully submit, are entitled to have these two principles 
of Lnghsh corporate legislation, universally acted on in tbe towns in England, applied to this 

1. They are entitled to have the distribution into wards, as made by a tribunal above the 

suspicion of partizan unfairness; and ^ 

2. They are entitled in the apportionment of representatives to each ward, to have regard 

paid to the amount it contributes towards the civic burdens ° 

To apply these principles to the city of Dublin ought to be the first object of any measure 
inteiKltd for the improvement of its municipal institutions. An abandonment of the present 
apiieious and nnjiist division ot its wards, the substitution tbr it of a fair and impartial 
division, subject, as in England, to npprovaUiy a Minister of the Crown, and the Prlvv 
Uaiicil and the apportionment of representatives to these wards as in England, with dii'e
